But being a great Company-keeper, and no great CEconomiſt, he ſoon dimi- 
niſhed his Fortune, was arreſted, and made a Priſoner in Woed-ftreet-Compter,

"Murdered. He ſaid he ſhould not have Married her (having a Wife living) but

He behaved himſelf, during his Confinement in the 
Priſon, in a very uncommon Manner; being generally half Naked, nor could 
he be prevail'd upon to put on any Clothes: The other Prifoners complained 
that he was a Nuſance to them all, on account that he would not endeavour to 
keep himfelf free from Vermin; which, they ſaid, they found difficult to do 
tho' they ſhifted 3 or 4 times a-Week upon his Account. Yet before his Exe- 
cution, he had left off his common way of Swearing, if any of them endea- 
vour'd to perſwade him to behave himſelf a little like a Man, and a Chriſtian, 


2. Lawence Flower, of Chelſea, was try'd and condemn d for ſtealing Mr. 
Rs Simms's Gelding out of Old-Field-Common, nigh Maidenhead, which he ſold to

He was about 25 Years of Age. He freely confeſs'd he had committed the 
Fact he was convicted of, and begg'd Pardon for the Injury done. He ſaid he 
had not long been come out of Norfolk, his Native Place, to Chelſea, where he 
was hired to a Service, and might have got a comfortable Subſiſtance, had not the 
Devil been over-buſy, in perſwading him, That he wanted new Cloths, &c. 
And that Thieving was the eaſieſt and moſt ready Way of ſupplying his Wants. 
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4. Jahn Bidge, of St. Sepulchres, was convicted of ſtealing a Mare from 
Mr. Gat ford, at Boney in Suſſex, wich was found at Mr. Upton's in Smithfield. 
He was about 26 Years of Age. He did not apprehend by any means that 
he ſhould Dye, till the very Laſt; Tho' I endeavoured to appriſe him of the 
Infinite Hazard he run, if he neglected his Soul in expectation of a longer Life. 
He told me, he had Friends, and Friends that he behev'd would not forget him 
in his Extremity. I told him, that there was nothing that I knew of in Life, | 
ſo valuable as to deferve ſuch a Solicitous and anxious Concern ,, if he extended | 
| his Life, he would only encreaſe his Care; but if he ſhould be miſtaken, it | 
was his Soul that muſt pay for his Error. | 
Yet I muſt do him the Juſtice to tay, That he was attentive to the Prayers, 
which he attended as conſtantly as any amongſt them. As he proteſted to me, 
that he had not been an 1l]-Liver, and that this was the only great Crime he | 
had been guilty of, I ask'd him. what led him into this III-Action, and whi- | 
ther any particular Perſon had ſolicited and urged him to it? He anſwer'd; No; |

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5. John Lewis, alias Lawzence, of the Liberty of the Old Artillery Ground, ! 
was condemn'd for robbing Mary Baldwin of her Pocket, about 9 o Clock at 

light; At which time he wounded three Men who endeavour'd to apprehend 
Him. He was about 40 Years of Age. The Account he gave me of his Life, was

He afterwards broke open a Houſe (he ſaid) by Ratclif Highway, where he 


got very 1:.tle, and was not taken, Not long after, he committed a Robbery 
in the Streets of London, by ſnatching a Pocket from a Woman's Side: Being 
taken, he was try'd, condemn'd and tranſported to Sauth Carolina; but he im- 
m-diotely :<tnrn'd from thence, he ſaid, with the Conſent of the Captain and 
the Perſon he ſhould have been Sold to: He added, that he took his Wife with 


Fi as ſhe was ſuppos'd to be, but was not fo till after his return to England) 


Te Captain told him, during the whole Voyage, that if he would be eaſy and 
quiet, 5 would procure him his Liberty, when they arrived at Carolina ; which 
he 2ccordingly perform*'d. So that in the next Ship that was bound for England 
he return d; together with his _ zoſed Wife; whom, upon his going a-ſhore, 
he marry'd. But ſhe being, he ſaid, but an indifferent Woman, he liv'd with 
ha Weaded, hut about two Months: He then went to Sea, and paſs'd the Straights 


of Gihraltsy , but was ſet on Shore at Genoa ſick; and ſoon after his Ship was

6. Charles Cammel, alias, William Jones, of st. Mary White-Chappet, 


was convicted of Aſſaulting Heſter Pepper in Goodman's-Fields, and taking from 
her a Pocket witi1 what was contained therein. Fs 
He was about 27 Years of Age; and faid, he had been before in Newgate, 


for 2 Years together, for being condemned to be burnt in the Hand, and kept 


to hard Labour for 2 Years, he was not removed to Bridewel, but detained in 
Newgate . This, he id, was for taking a pair of filver Buckles out of a Silver- 
ſmth's Shop, as he was cheapning of another Pair 5 
He ſaid, he found how little he was Maſter of his Reſolutions; for after this, 
he had entircly determin'd to lead an honeſt Courſe of Life. He faid he was 
never put Prentice to any Trade, but being about 16 Years old when his Fa- 


ther dyed, he from that Time lived as he could. He had once engaged him® 


ſelf to go to Sea with another young Man, but was by*Accident prevented. He 
ſaid, he had gever been Marcy'd, nor had many Relawons; yet an *

8. Seoꝛge Davis, was condemned for Robbing the Sword - Blade- 
Company. Ove 8 

He ſaid, This Misfortune came by taking more Buſineſs upon him, 
chan his Capacity was able to diſcharge; by this means he made fre- 
quent Miſtakes in the Hurry of Writing, and became very much be- 
hind-hand in his Accounts. Being unable, out of his own private 
Fortune, to rectify the Sums deficient, his Affairs became more and 
more embrangled; In fine, his Accounts were gone ſo far, that ne 
found it impoſlible to give any Account at all; for which reaſon, the 


Devil put it into his Mind to fly from thoſe he could not juſtify himſelf 


before: The Sum he took with him, he told me was only four Hundreq 
Pounds. But of the Truth of this we are to doubt. 
He told me (which was remarkable) that he had not felt ſo much Eaſe 
and Compoſure in his Mind, during the three laſt Years he wasremploy'd 
in Buſineſs, as he had enjoyed for that little ſpace of Time that he had 
been confined in Newgate. Particularly, he ſaid, the Day he went off 
with the Money for Dover, he was fo extreamly confuſed in his Head, 
That even when he was told what he had done, and what Places he had 
been at, he could by no means recolle& it. | 
When he was at the Place of Execution ; He told me, That he little 
expected that Fate, from the Opinion he had always entertain'd of the Ho- 
nour and Generoſity of his Maſters. He then delivered into my Hands 
a Paper, which he ſaid was written by a Friend, becauſe his Eye-fight 
was almoſt entirely decayed by his long Confinement in Newgate before 
his Execution, but that he had himſelf Subſcribed his Name to it. This 
Paper contain'd little elſe beſides an Aſſertion that he did not rob the 
Company of ſo great a Sum as the Governors and Directors had been 


| Pleaſed to imagine; but that it was really loſt by his ill- management of 


their Accounts. He added, That ſome Perſon (I have forgot who) buoy'd 


up his Relation with promiſes of his being pardon'd ; which, he aid, 


he. had rather They had never mention'd to his Mother or to Him- 
ſelf. Theſe Particulars were mention'd at large, with ſome Particulars 
which I thought proceeded from ſome Heat and Paſſion, and which were 
the Cauſe of my not publiſhing the Copy.
